re:  Recent  Student  Library  Issue 

Dear  Ted: 

Never  have  I had  more  calls  over  an  issue  than  from  the 
recent  student  library  issue.  Obviously  the  main  reason  for 
this  was  the  atrocious  reporting  by  the  news  media,  both  on 
and  off  the  campus. 

As  a member  of  the  Senate  who  attended  all  meetings  on 
this  issue  here  are  what  I call  the  facts.  I feel  that  this  infor- 
mation should  be  conveyed  to  our  Engineering  Alumni  mem- 
bers because  many  were  extremely  upset  about  it. 

SOME  BACKGROUND 

(1)  The  operation  of  the  U of  T libraries  is  the  sole  re- 
sponsibility of  the  Senate. 

(2)  “stacks”  might  be  compared  to  a stockroom  of  refer- 
ence books. 

(3)  “equal  access”  could  be  interpreted  — that  a first  year 
student  could  take  out  books  before  a graduate  student. 

(4)  “access”  means  physical  entry  into  the  storage  areas. 

(5)  The  Robarts  Library  is  to  be  a “reference”  library, 
not  a “circulating”  facility.  As  such,  books  should  not 
leave  the  building. 

(6)  “carrels”  are  study  desks  surrounded  by  a sort  of  parti- 
tion. When  assigned,  they  can  only  be  used  by  that 
student. 

CHAIN  OF  EVENTS 

• The  dispute  over  access  to  the  stacks  of  the  Robarts 
Library  started  early  in  January  1972.  The  S.A.C.  exec- 
utive passed  a resolution  “that  all  students  (under- 
graduate and  graduate)  faculty  and  support  staff 
(demonstrators,  etc.)  have  equal  access,  including  stack 
access  to  all  collections,  and  that  the  Library  Council 
study  the  matter  of  access  for  the  general  public”. 

• Feb.  2 — S.A.C.  motion  was  defeated  by  the  Library 
Council  but  a special  sub-committee  was  formed  under 
Prof.  Heyworth  to  examine  student  demands. 

• Tension  now  mounting. 

• Numerous  letters  in  press,  both  pro  & con. 

• S.A.C.  holds  overnight  “Stack  Party”  in  Sigmund  Samuel 
Library  (Feb.  9). 

• Mass  student  meeting  in  Convocation  Hall  (Feb.  11). 

• March  2 — Heyworth  Report  passed  by  Library  Council 
—recommended  differential  access  to  various  categories 
of  students  and  very  limited  privileges  for  those  outside 
the  University. 

• March  10  — Library  Council  Report  approved  “in  prin- 
ciple” by  U of  T Senate  after  2 bour  debate;  4 students 
presented  their  views. 

• Small  group  of  students  occupied  Simcoe  Hall  after  the 
Senate  meeting,  Friday. 

• Police  were  requested  on  Sunday  to  remove  students,  18 
arrested. 

• In  an  attempt  to  “cool”  the  situation,  Dr.  Sword  issued 
a statement  that  U of  T would  not  press  trespassing 
charges. 

• Mon.,  March  13.  Some  600-800  students  occupy  Simcoe 
Hall.  At  this  point  Dr.  Sword  and  the  Administration 
had  three  alternatives: 

(1)  ask  the  police  to  remove  nearly  800  students; 

(2)  give  in  to  their  demands 

(3)  negotiate  a reasonable  truce. 

After  four  hours  discussion  they  agreed  to  ask  the  Senate 
to  reconsider  their  earlier  decision.

Reaffirms 
earlier  endorsement  of  Library  Report.  During  4 hour 
debate,  hundreds  of  students  learn  full  details  of  issue.

Simcoe  Hall.  Because  of  lack  of  support  from  mass  of 
students,  “revolutionaries”  leave  Simcoe  Hall  after  2 
hours.

® April  14  — Senate  approves  detail  of  Heyworth  Library 
Report. 

The  last  chapter  in  this  story  might  be  entitled  “Democracy 
in  Action”.  Recent  S.A.C.  elections  prove  that  the  majority 
of  students  oppose  confrontation  and  violence  as  a means  of 
achieving  goals.  The  slate  of  Eric  Miglin,  4th  year  Industrial 
Engineering  student,  polled  55%  of  7,200  votes  from  some 
21,000  eligible  voters.  This  was  a record  turnout  and  also 
probably  the  first  time  an  engineer  will  be  the  S.A.C.  presi- 
dent. (Note  that  the  S.A.C.  president  is  now  a full-time  paid 
job  for  a graduate).  The  Young  Socialist  slate  under  Cath- 
erine Curtin  was  soundly  defeated. 

All  six  members  of  Senate  who  represent  the  Engineering 
Alumni  attended  every  meeting  on  this  issue,  and  all  voted 
the  same  way  to  support  the  Library  Report. 

Under  terrific  pressure  and  ill-supported  by  a sensation- 
hungry  press,  I feel  that  our  University  administration  acted 
admirably.  Certainly  our  tax  dollars  and  Varsity  Fund  dona- 
tions were  well  protected  under  extreme  duress.

The  largest  Engineering  Alumni  social  occasion  in  the  past 
has  been  the  Triennial  Reunion,  held  every  three  years  and 
featuring  a get-together  for  all  graduated  years.  The  three 
year  interval  was  chosen  originally  as  a compromise.  A yearly 
reunion  was  considered  out  of  the  question  and  a five  year 
interval  too  long.  Since  it  was  first  held  over  some  50  years 
ago,  the  Triennial  has  become  the  key  date  of  Engineering 
Alumni  social  calendar.  It  has  evolved  from  a relatively  small 
on  campus  function  in  the  twenties  to  the  two  day  social 
and  business  session  last  held  at  the  Royal  York  in  1969. 

In  light  of  this  tradition  it  was  thus  with  some  trepidation 
that  your  Council  decided,  for  this  year  only,  to  delay  the 
Triennial  one  year  and  hold  it  in  conjunction  with  what  we 
hope  will  be  the  biggest  School  celebration  yet:  the  Centen- 
nial Reunion.  Thus,  the  21st  Triennial  reunion  will  not  be 
held  this  fall,  but  will  be  postponed  until  the  fall  of  1973. 
This  will  be  a once  in  a hundred  year  departure  from  tradi- 
tion and  one  we  hope  will  meet  with  your  approval.

FACULTY  BRIEF  ON  THE  WRIGHT  REPORT 

Editor, 

Engineering  Alumni  News 
Dear  Sir: 

The  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  and  Engineering  recently  s 
submitted  a brief  to  the  Commission  on  Post-Secondary 
Education  in  Ontario,  better  known  as  the  Wright  Commis- 
sion, in  response  to  the  “Draft  Report”  of  the  Commission. 
The  Faculty  brief  expresses  considerable  alarm  at  many  of  the 
proposals  of  the  Commission,  seeing  them  as  a threat  to  the 
true  interests  of  engineering  education  and  of  the  profession. 

The  brief  showed  much  concern  over  the  principle  of 
“parity  of  esteem”  put  forward,  which  is  an  apparent  denial 
of  the  aspiration  to  excellence  on  the  part  of  the  University. 
The  loss  of  autonomy  in  the  critical  areas  of  admission  policies 
and  of  establishment  and  discontinuation  of  programmes  of 
study  inherent  in  the  proposals  was  noted  with  regret.  The 
Faculty  also  opposed  the  proposals  to  give  preference  to 
part-time  attendance  over  full-time  attendance,  the  proposal 
that  professional  engineers  be  periodically  required  to  re- 
qualify by  examination,  and  a proposed  fee  structure  which 
would  penalize  engineering  students  more  than  most  others. 

The  Faculty  seeks  the  support  of  the  Alumni  in  opposing 
these  and  other  recommendations  of  the  Commission.
